New System on Exhibition At
Sterling Hotel Revolutionizes

Old Methods.
There is now exhibited for the first

time in public, 4t the Sterling Hotel,
Thirteenth and X streets northwest.
what may well be termed the "last
Word" In teiegraphy and telephony.
using but one wire for the two.
For some years a so-called "simples"

system of simultaneous telegraphy
and telephony using two wires, and
also a "composite" system using one
wire, have been quite extensively
used in the United States.
Throughout the rest of the world.

however, very little has yet been at-
tempted in this connection. The "im-
l1"" and the "composite' have been,
'filling-the bill," much a 'the very
first of everything -fills the bill until
later discoveries or improvements
crowd them out. -

,t must be admtted that the.simplex
in particular has done mighty well.
especially in favorable weather. Both
of those system*, however. are quite
costly to install, expensive to. keep
up. and require high priced espert
attention almost constantly.

SERVES DUAL PURPOSE.
The new system supplies 'a method

by which one wire may be used for
either telegraphing or telephoning.
Practically all costly parts, such am
repeating coils, bridging condensers,
and so forth, are entirely done-away
with: and all of the telegraph keys in
the circuit may be left open without
in the least bothering the current
pathway.
The latter point is a valuable asset

Indeed. 4At. the present time the
American telegraph key must be kept
closed when not In use, otherwise the
entire bircuit is totally untrorkable.
It is true that in France. Spain and
other countries telegraph circuits are
p arranged that the keys are figura-
tvely "open," but other drawbacks
oautweigh that one single good point.

In the new equipment there is noth-
Ing conceaed behind the switchboard.
The entire apparatus for both tele-
phoning and telegraphing is contain-
ed within a. sinikime. naiat low base
which 1i light, handy and portable.
It may be "plugged" in or out of anycircuit at will and in subject to any
desired switchboard arrangement, the
same as the most simple key, relay
and sounder may be today.

ARRANGNNENT UNIQUE.
The telegraph battery or pewer ar-

rangement is unique in that every of-
flce on the line automatic*lly supplies
portion of the electric curren; after

the fashion of ordinary telerophrie-
peaters. but without the whimsical
stubbornness of the latter. By thus
distributing Power evenly along the
aircuit the current leakag, at any~
point due to a rhin storm-as licalised,
go that as loag..as-: tiny .bat of the
durrent doe% . manage to itruggrle
through to thb next station it' there
feeds p to full strengtlo and "goeg
on, anft'en'6ab they said In ths Chy
cago convention).

Not at all to be overlooked, is that
*han the telegraph is:not in use there
is no electrical current belig used.
That means a tremendous saving in
battery upkeep.- .It is well known
that all American telegraph: ct--
cuits of today require constant cur-
rents at alltimei.
When- one stops to think of the

hundreds of thousands of miles of
telegraph circuits tn $he United States,
probably three-quarters of which are
idle most. of the time, especially at
nigh . some Idea of the enormous
amount of electricity expended use-
lest'y may be grasped.

INVENTOR It WIZARD.
The inventor pf. this new system

of tjlophoning and tielegraphing over
one wire is William R. Garner, an
electrical'wisard- well as a mechan-
Ical genius. For. more than a score
of years he l)as been delving- into
science alone; apart, away from the
t0o ell trodden paths of book learn-

jhg;studyingthe nfinitiuimal. latent
*tal peculiarities and habits of the
Universe: because be was net content
to believe thit weo the world have
even begun to know it all.

If lieufnieniable that no writer can
truthfully say that electricity is so-
and;so; because nobody knows what
ItA., We know how to do a certain
thing to produce a desired effect; and
c6ntent ourselves by calling the causegf electricity.
The latest theory is that a copper

wire for example. is composed of
molecules, atoma and electrons, the
latter being so teeny that' it ipura-
tively takes d, netfull to fil the'space
requIred by an atom. When properly
excited these teeny weeny wigglers
light out down the copper wire at
the breakneck speed of tens of thou-
sands of miles per second.
Another idea is that the exciting

medium lights astride one of the elec-
trons and worries him, like a horse
fly nipping a neurotic nag, whereupon
the electron gote fidgety and switches
its tail, thereby swatting his next
neighbora The second electron, thus
awakenea, gets .peeved and punched
the next .fellow,' and so on.

In this way. It will be seen that
while a wave of action passes along
the wire, or through it. from one end
of tib copper wire to the other, none
of the electrons have acttgally made
the entire journey.

All that we can do at present is
to study these theories, form our
own jndividual conclusions, and let

'er go at that. Garner has kept pace

with the discoveries and theoriec of
others; but at the same timne he has
tried to go beyond them. It is highly
instructive and interesting to hear
him talk upon technical subjects.
He has studied in particular the

actiob of the solar ray, the repulsion
effect -of the earth's crust and the
electrical actions thus engendened,
and he ha. put these phenomena into
practical use in his combintatien tele-
;raph and telephone with grdtlfying
results.

Formerly. in
that city, one bought pralines from an
old negress, who each morning took
her place in an accustomed spot, with
her basket of home-made pralines,
over which she waved a palmett3 fan
while she patiently waited for cus-
tomers.

puviteyors of pralines. th.e confections
Were made by some fam:rs New Or-
lean confectioners who placed them
on the market nationally. and the
pralines are now sent everywhere.
put up in pleasing packagee.tle pralines are now made in cre-ele candy kitchens in the new retail
oandy stores.

trically- by experts who have beenbrought up ti'om New Orleans. an4 as
one of the experts expresses it, "they

electricity has become in their daily
life. It supplies illumination for the
hame; it Washes the clothes and
frons them easily; it cleans the house;
it beats the electric range or cooki
food in a chaang dish; it inke les in
* samovar; it toasts bread Just right
and percoltqs ooitee; it runs the sew-
Ing machine and doe. many other use-
$ul things.

It has become such a commonplace
bnvenience that we . give little
thought to the central generating sta-
tidn that supplies this current and
the systematic service upon which
the community'i so dependent.

INCRUASEP DEMANDS.
Increased demands from the con-

s'uming public have revolutionized
equipment and operating methods un-
til the elpctric service of a few years
ago seems almost obsolete now. From
a haphasard system of distribution
based on a demand for a necessity.
electric Aervlce has developed into a

scientific, highly organised efficient
business with the newest. most
protressive engineering and mer-
chandising ideas. New business meth-
ods in the sale not only of electricity
itself, but of appliances and equip-
ment have created a new department.
while the operating improvements are
much as almost completely to have
altered the science of the commercial
genpretion of electriety.
With the new era new ideas have

come. The old policy of compelling
the consuming public to seek service
whiph was grudgingly given and poor-
ly supplied. has been entirely sup-
planted by a spirit of broad co-opera-
tion and sne public policy in marked
contrast to the methods of the past.
The old autocratic regime of con-

tempt for the feelings of the con-
sumer as expressed in the now obso-
lete slogan: "The public be damned,"
has been wisely supplanted by the
happier phrase: "The public be served
and pleased."

BY ELECTRIC SYSTEM
Some idea of the extraordinary do-

velopment of the utilities of Illinois
was given the country at large, when
It was announced that the Central
Illinois Public Service Company had
"hooked up" the last link in a high
power transmission line which is now
1.365 miles long and joins the four
States of Illinois, Kentucky, Indiana
and Iowa. This single line crosses
thirty-one counties.

It starts at the hydro-electric de-
velopment at Keokuk. Iowa. crosses
Illinois to Paris. Ill., and from that
peint runs east to Terre Haute, Ind..
thence south to Edwardsville. Ind.,
and on down to Louisville. Ky. This
big transmissiog line has made pos-
sible the abandonment of scores of
small town plants that were ineffi-
cient. So complete is the "wiring"
of the State of Illinois that were the
lines drawn. on a map they would
resembla a spider's web.
